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Applicant did elect the restriction with traverse. In regrards to examiner restriction, the restriction was necessitated by the applicant 
amendments. Unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled only when ther is a technical relationship among those inventions 
involving one or more othe same or corresponding special technical features. 

Applicant also argues that Seto does not disclose or suggest " determine a width of the preceding vehicle". Examiner respectively 
disagrees. Applicant is reminded that claims must be given their broadest reasonable interpretation. Seto discloses he right and left rear 
edges of the preceding vehicle are detected based on the detected information signals provided by laser-radar 1, and based 
on the angles of the right and left rear edges, the needed lateral moved distance "Y" is calculated. That is, as is seen from FIG. 3 

Applicant also argues that Dudeck does not disclose or suggest " regulating at least one of a reaction force input to a driver and a force 
applied to the vehicle on the basis of a determined risk and width of the vehicle". Examiner respectively disagrees. Applicant is reminded 
that claims must be given their broadest reasonable interpretation. Since the claim include the the phrase "at least one", the refernces 
need only to meet one of the conditions. Therfore, Dudeck disclose actuation signals being feedable to actuation devices in the vehicle to 
operate the vehicle brake and the vehicle steering system (force applied to the vehicle), wherein a width of the 

obstacle in a lateral direction of the vehicle is determined, and a minimum lateral component of the avoidance path is determined by adding 
half of the width of the obstacle determined and half of a vehicle width. Therefore, the references meets the claims limitations as currently 
claimed. 
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
